THE proposed meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the Millers’ National 
Association in Minneapolis, next month, 
promises to result in an informal gen- 
eral convention of millers at the same 
time. A large delegation of Pennsyl- 


vania millers will be here early in the 
month, and other state associations are 
considering the matter in a favorable 


way. Wecannot too strongly express 
our desire that this matter may be so 
arranged as to convene in Minneapolis, 
during the progress of the great Indus- 
trial Exposition, a large and representa- 
tive gathering of the millers of the 
country. There are many matters of 
great interest which should be discussed, 








and the opportunity of having such a 


meeting at such a time, with special and 
cheap transportation both ways assured, 
and the attraction cf an unsurpassed 
milling machinery exhibit, supple- 
mented by practical tests of every ma- 
chine in the great mills adjacent to the 
Exposition building, ought of itself to 
draw an immense concourse of millers, 
whether they be in or out af the asso- 
ciation. It will be the place, beyond 
compare, in which to exchange experi- 
ences and discuss the future with a view 
to some concert of action. There never 
was a time in the history of milling in 
America when there was greater need 
of sucha movement.

As FOk the work to be done by the 
executive committee, the most import- 
ant, in our opinion, is in regard to the 
export flour sack. A lame attempt to 
regulate this question has been made by 
a Chicago organization, but its action, 
while well meant, and better than none, 
has failed to satisfy certain foreign 
publications and their correspondents, 
and the effect of their talk upon the 
trade over there cannot be beneficial 
to our exporting millers. It therefore 
becomes the imperative duty of the 
National association to take early and 
comprehensive measures to adjust this 
question. The Hungarians, who do not 
ship so far nor with so many transfers, 
put their flour into heavier and better 
sacks, finding that it pays. We are 
making an extremely good fight for the 
advantage over them abroad, and can- 
not afford to let the trifling matter of a 
few ounces difference in weight of sacks 
injure our chances of control of the 
English or other foreign markets. It 
should be a comparatively easy matter 
for the National association to adjust.

THERE are two sides to the sack 
question, of course, and the position of 
those on the millers’ side was very forci- 
bly defined, the other day, when we were 
shown a reclamation of several hundred 
dollars from a Glasgow flour merchant 
on one of our leading ‘milling concerns, 
which had shipped a large quantity of 
flour in extra heavy sacks at consider- 
able additional expense, in order to 
meet what seemed to be a demand for 
better packages. The Glasgow mer- 
chant explained at some length that his 
customers would not pay for the extra 
weight, and he therefore made a claim 
for a shortage on each sack of just the 
weight of the extra jute used in each 
bag. The millers paid the claim, and 
between the cost of the extra quality 
sacks and the reclamation, are unable to 
figure either profit or satisfaction out of 
what was an honest attempt to meet 
what was seemingly a strong demand 
for an improvement in flour packages.

It 1s high time for the beginning of a 
regular weekly compilation and publica- 
tion of flour stocks. The subject is not 
a-new one, but has never been canvassed 
thoroughly, and the indifference shown 
by the trade is responsible for this fact. 
The only figures now given are scatter- 
ing monthly reports from a few cities 
and a quarterly statement which is not 
accurate. Stocks of flour are as vari- 
able as stocks of wheat or any cereal. 
The size of the visible supply ought to 
have its influence on markets, but main- 
ly because of the difficulty in getting 
the facts from millers and dealers, 
there is no systematic compilation of 
the figures nor regular publication of an 
accurate statement. This is a matter 
which should receive attention at the 
hands of the exchanges. It might be 
sufficient for Secretary Stone, of Chica- 
go, to take it up as a sort of companion 
piece to the weekly grain statement, and 
such a stroke of enterprise on his part 
would be highly appreciated.

AT THE appointed moment, and with 
all details so nearly finished as to deserve 
the term complete with far more justice 
than it could have been bestowed on 










any of its predecessors on opening day, 








the Minneapolis Industrial Exposition 
on Monday last threw open its doors and 
started its machinery. Older and larger 
cities have made a less creditable show- 
ing in a general way, while of all the 
gre&t cities in which a milling exhibit 
has been made, that of Cincinnati alone 
equaled the one which now awaits in- 
spection in Minneapolis. This is not 
the opinion of a local enthusiast, but is 
the deliberate judgment pronounced by 
a milling engineer of the highest repu- 
tation, who has visited all the great ex- 
positions held during the past ten years 
inthis country and Europe. This being 
true, it seems hardly necessary for us to 
urge millers to visit this city during the 
coming six weeks. They can see the 
various machinery in motion at the ex- 
position, and can go from there to the 
mills and examine the practical work- 
ings of the competing devices. Nooth- 
er cityin the country has so many ma- 
chines of different pattern and manu- 
facture at work in its mills, embracing 
not only the latest and newest, but all 
the old standard machines, as well as 
some which are not now on the market. 
We are satisfied that millers will come 
without much urging. They will get 
their money’s worth many times over.

FIGURES published. elsewhere show 
that the average yield in the Budapest 
mills in 1884 and 1885 was a fraction 
over 4 bushels and 22 pounds per barrel 
of flour. This is, we believe, on a par 
with the best figures ever made for an 
extended period, and it is far better 
than the average of the best mills 
throughout this country. It is very easy 
to say that the Hungarians do the best 
milling, but hard to prove it. We have 
said that the best milling is that which 
gets the most product from the wheat, 
and gets the highest prices for these 
products. The Hungarians get the high- 
est prices, for their goods, because they 
have the best and most varied markets, 
but the facts that they have long been 
running very lightly, on account of un- 
remunerative prices, employ more help 
and therefore mill at greater cost, give 
us a chance to qualify our statement. 
We no longer believe that they make 
the best flour, but we know that they 
were ahead of Americans in the best 
foreign markets, and got a reputation 
which is lasting remarkably well. This 
is the reason for the difference in quota- 
tions in United Kingdom markets. The 
best mill in Budapest, if transported in- 
tact to the United States and operated 
here on the Hungarian plan, using Hun- 
garian wheat at the same cost, and mar- 
keting its products under the old brands, 
and the same conditions, would break 
its owner inside of a year. This is why 
we believe that instead of losing our 
flour trade with the United Kingdom, 
as contemporaries on both sides of the 
water often predict, we shall drive the 
Hungarian out, if times continue tight 
and our cheaper goods, of equal value 
in every particular, are kept before for- 
eign consumers, 
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A LARGE company has been formed 
in London with the avowed object of 
supplying the public with “nourishing 
flour, bread, biscuits, and various cereals 
and pulses, prepared upon the princi- 
ples advocated by the Bread Reform 
league.” We do not know just how easy 
it is to introduce new foods in England, 
but judging by the success of the great 
Scotch bakery established in London 
last year, there will be no difficulty in 
putting the new scheme on a paying 
basis, provided its organizers have suffi- 
cient push and patience. We believe 
that this country has the largest number 
and variety of cereal preparations for 
human food, yet new ones are con- 
stantly being brought out and seem to 
sell, while the old ones are apparently 
securing ’a wider circle of consumers. 
Englishmen seem to have paid more at- 
tention to foods for stock than for them- 
selves, but there is a growing demand 
for the latter, evidenced by the organiza- 
tion of such associations as the Bread 
Reform league. 
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MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 25. 

Those who last week said that the 
canal would be cleaned so that the mills 
could resume operations Thursday, 
proved themselves to be right, and the 
result is that the flour output, while 
much below the usual amount, was a 
great deal heavier than was generally 
expected. Besides the three mills which 
ran all the week, fourteen others got in 
three days of pretty good work. The 
total product of the week was 79,480 
bbls—averaging 19,247 bbls daily— 
against 121,175 bbls the preceding week, 
and 68,590 bbls for the corresponding 
time in 1885. For the current week, 
the mills up to this noon had enjoyed a 
very fair water power, the belief pre- 
vailing that the supply being drawn from 
the reservoirs was having a favorable ef- 
fect. The water in the canal, however,had 
receded about 18 in. since Monday, and 
unless heavy rains come soon to afford 
relief there is liable to be a shortage of 
power. There were 19 mills running at 
noon to-day, and they are being crowd- 
ed as much as the hot, muggy weather 
will permit. Some new wheat is com- 
ing in to the mills, and.a small percent- 
age is being used in connection with old 
wheat. The flour market is in a fairly 
active condition, there being quite a 
good demand from abroad for bakers’ 
and low grades, at slightly better prices. 
A few millers also report taking some 
orders for: patents on export account, 
something which has not been done for 
quite a while. The flour exports last 
week fell off slightly, but in proportion 
to production were large.

Annual 
changes are unwise, but the mistake 
made last year ought to be rectified and 
the grades properly and finally estab- 
lished. There will always be discon- 
tent with the present system.

Itis reported 
that he made large sales of flour in Port- 
land. Geo. P. Plant, of St. Louis, is here 
looking after his milling interests, and 
reports buyers of St. Louis flour scarce. 
He left for Portland to-day. 


A motion to place the Standard mill 
once more in shape for operation has 
given rise to all manner of rumors as to 
who will run it, and who its manager, 
etc., will be. The name of Wm. de la 
Barre, agent of the Minneapolis Mill 
Co., has been connected with the latter 
office. He states that D. Morrison, the 
owner, wished him to look over the es- 
tablishment and start it up, and that he 
has consented to do this. That is all 
he knows about the matter. Jas. W. 
Hargrave, formerly second miller, has 
been secured to take full charge of the 
mill, and will assume his duties after 








the-1st. The mill is being placed in 
readiness for operation, and will prob- 





ably be started up quite soon. It has. 
been idle the greater part of the past six 
months, or longer. 


The matter of compromising on a 
steel arch bridge with a single pier, to 
span the Mississippi at Bridge square, 
has finally assumed definite shape. The 
city applied to the district court, last 
week, for a modification of the injunc- 
tion granted in December restraining 
the erection of a stone arch bridge, and, 
although the counsel for the Minneap- 
olis Mill Co. entered a formal objection, 
the motion was allowed by Judge Young. 
The city is allowed to proceed with the 
construction of the abutments and one 
pier in the river, but it is stipulated that 
this permission shall not prejudice any 
legal rights which the mill company 
has had. 


David Splanne, head miller of the 
Mazeppa mill, at Mazeppa, Minn., was 
in the city yesterday, looking up the 
dust collector question, intending to put 
in four machines shortly. His mill suf- 
fered quite severely by last Saturday’s 
wind storm. About 20 feet of the mill 
was badly demoralized and the roof of 
the engine house was carried away. The 
mill was forced to shut down on account 
of the damage and will not start before 
the middle of next week. It was the in- 
tention to run full time until about the 
Ist prox, and then close down for re- 
pairs, but this programme has been in- 
terfered with, and the repairs will have 
to come later. This mill has run stead- 
ily throughout the summer 15 to 18 
hours per day. Last month it got in 24 
hours.

The Lincoln mill at Anoka, Minn., 
will start up about Sept. 1, 
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The market opened strong, Monday, 
with a tendency toward higher prices, 
but no quotable advance was noted un- 
til Thursday, when a rise of toc all 
around was fairly established. The firm- 
ness of bolders and the reluctance of 
buyers to pay top figures kept them 
apart for several days, thus curtailing the 
movement, but buyers at last became 
more reasonable and bought sparingly. 
With the close of the week, assisted by 
bullish advices from the other side, a 
vast improvement in movement occurred 
and the condition savored a little of a 
“boom.” Low grades have become scarce, 
yet were in limited request, about the 
only inquiry coming from local mixers. 
Good demand existed for extra high 
fancy and patents, mostly from southern 
points. Eastern and export orders were 
rare, the majority of the offers not meet- 
ing the approval of millers. The mar- 
ket closed fairly active, with a prospect 
of good business next week. Keceipts 
were 3,000 bbls less than last week and 
shipments 1,000 bbls smaller. 

The output was about the same as the 
week before. The Plant withdrew its 
second half, Monday, and the St. George 
ran only half time during the week. This 
loss was, however, made up by the An- 
chor, which resumed Tuesday, after a 
two weeks vacation. The breach exist- 
ing between millers and flour buyers 
and millers and elevator owners, or 
rather wheat holders, disheartened mill- 
ers so that for several days there was a 
prospect of a general shut down, but 
values of flour stiffening up about roc 
made all hands feel better, though there 
is no money in milling at present prices. 
The output for the week was 84,600 bbls 
credited as follows :

While this is a very good 
thing for the market, it is death for the 
millers, 

The Millers’ association held the reg- 
ular weekly meeting Friday. No formal 
action regarding a general shut down 
was taken. It is understood that the 
association is contemplating the erection 
of a mammoth elevator for millers’ use 
exclusively, where there will be no sus- 
picion of mixing, and storage rates will 
be the minimum figure. The majority 
of the members think very favorably of 
the scheme. 


The mill machinery missionaries who 
make their headquarters here are con- 
siderably “riled” over the action of the 
Planter’s house proprietors, who have 
given them notice that after Sept. 1 it 
will be conducted onthe European plan. 
The boys complain that this change will 
make the ducats fly, as Planter’s house 
restaurant prices are something to be 
shunned and feared, and intended only 
for modern Creesuses. Hence they will 
be obliged to go hungry or seek other 
hostelries.

Geo. Stapp, a member of the Minne- 
sota shop, has gone to Milwaukee ona 
visit. 

The Oxley Stave Co. is reported as 
building a large stave factory at Poplar 
Bluff, Ark. 

Nels Nelson, a cooper, of Zumbrota, 
Minn., has been adjudged insane and 
committed to the hospital at Rochester. 

Geo. W. Packer, of Rock Falls, Ill., 
received four patents last week on 
cooper devices. They were two barrel 
making machines, a hoop driver, and a 
stave-jointing machine. 

Carlyle D. Graham, the venturesome 
cooper, again floated through the Niag- 
ara whirlpool on Aug. 19, this time with 
one head of his barrel removed and his 
head and shoulders protruding from the 
opening. He was strapped in to pre- 


vent being thrown out, and really ran a|i 


very narrow chance of drowning, first 
because the spray nearly strangled him, 
and also because his barrel had the for- 
tune to go through the whirlpool and be 
taken in tow just as it was about to en- 
ter the Devil’s hole. Had it entered 
this eddy all agree that he would have 
been drowned. He says he would not 
repeat the trip in that way for $1,000. 
He was badly bruised about his knees 
and elbows. Jacob Schamber, a cooper 
of Lancaster, is building a barrel to go 
through the rapids and over the falls. 
Mr. Schamber is about 32 years of age. 
He expects to start from Tonawanda, 
sail down the river over the falls, and 
through the whirlpool. He says he can 
do this, and expects to have his barrel 
completed in about two weeks. It is 
believed the swell on the sides and the 
ballast of lead in the point will keep 
the barrel upright. The manhole ex- 
tends 27 inches above the top proper to 
supply air. The barrel will be of 2% 
inch s‘aves and will be 3 feet 2 inches 
wide at the centre. 


In consequence of the mills being 
shut down part of the week, the shops 
generally ran slack last week. While 
the mills are running stronger at present, 
an increase in flour exports is likely to 
cut down the use of barrels to some ex- 
tent.

Quiet rules in the Chicago market 
both for cooperage and coopers’ stock, 
says the Vorthwestern Lumberman. As 
far as can be ascertained there are 
abundant stocks on hand or offering, so 
that there is nothing in sight to force a 
rise in prices. Pork barrels and lard 
tierces remain at the old figures—82 ¥%c 
and $1 respectively, for city made. The 
packers have good supplies on hand, so 
that if the coopers wanted to take a va- 
cation for two or three weeks they could 
do so without producing any disastrous 
scarcity. The receipts of country made 
packages are believed to be not as 


heavy as usual. The persistent way in 
which prices stick to the low figures 
quoted are having their effect on the 
country coopers, who are getting tired 
of the almost uniformly disappointing 
results of shipments. There are a good 
many shops through the country and at 
other cities that ship part of their prod- 
uct here, and if they will hold out for a 
while matters may improve. There is 
a concern at Louisville, Ky., that has 
made a practice of shipping a car load 
or more a day here. They have to pay 
30c for making, against 25c here. Stock 
costs but little less there than in Chica- 
go, and freight charges are considerable. 
They have got tired of it and have shut 
up shop until times improve. The only 
coopers that are doing a satisfactory 
business are those that are engaged in 
some specialty. One of the largest shops 
in the city has a contract with the great 
onger refinery near Twelfth street, and 
is kept profitably busy in consequence. 
Others make whisky and vinegar barrels, 
or other special packages; but the 
coopers working for the packing houses 
and the flouring mills have a sorry time 
of it. Prices remain unchanged, and 
the dealers talk and look as if they were 
discouraged. Quotations are:

islation during* that length of time. 
Major Strait has returned to his home 
and declares that he is not a candidate 
for any office in the gift of the people. 
He gracefully retires after these years 
of honorable service, and can take with 
him the satisfaction that the confidence 
which he so longago established has not 
been shaken by any act derogatory to 





his integrity.” 


THE ELEVATORS. 


The L. C. Porter Milling Co., has. 
closed its warehouse at Courtland, Da., 
permanently. 

The elevator at Byron, Minn., was 
struck. by lightning during a storm and 
somewhat injured. 


A warehouse at Port Credit, Man., 
containing 13,000 bus of wheat, was 
burned Aug. 20. Fully insured. 


Six elevators and their contents 
burned at Ida Grove, Ia., Aug. 17. 
The loss is $30,000; insurance $6,000. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 

T. B. Sheldon & Co., whose warehouse 
at Eggleston, Minn., recently burned, 
will erect a new one on the old site. 
They expect to have it completed by 
Sept. I. 


G. W. Van Dusen & Co.’s elevator 
at Estelline, Da., was struck by light- 
ning on Aug. 15 and set on fire, the 
building and 5,000 bus of wheat being 
consumed. 


The new farmers’ elevator at Woon- 
socket, Da., has been opened for busi- 
ness, and is said to have been the cause 
of advancing wheat several cents. There 
are 154 stock holders. 


The case of the state against the Mil- 
waukee road to enforce the building of 
a warehouse at Blooming Prairie, Steele 
county, Minn., has been decided in fa- 
vor of thestate. It will probably go to 
the supreme court. 


The elevator at Lanesville, Ill., be- 
longing to E. R. Ulrich, of Springfield, 
which contained 40,000 bus of corn, 
collapsed Aug. 16 on account of being 
overloaded, and its contents were thrown 
in every direction. 


A $125 gold watch and $25 in money 
were stolen at noon time from a vest 
hanging up in an elevator at Ellendale, 
Da. Two employes were in the build- 
ing at the time. Four tramps were ar- 
rested on suspicion, but afterward were 
discharged. 


There has been some delay in unload- 
ing grain vessels at Buffalo, the railroad 
elevators being about filled up, and con- 
signees do not like to put their grain in 
houses having water connection only. 
The scarcity of canal boats has aggra- 
vated the matter. 


The Wabash elevators at Toledo an- 
nounce a rate of 2%c per bu winter 
storage, Dec. 1 to May 5. This is the 
cheapest rate yet made. Toledo has 
the largest stock ever held there, and 
claims to have never had any wheat 
posted as out of condition. 


At Ida Grove, Ia., a fire, on Aug. 18, 
destroyed the six elevators of the place, 
with the following losses: Wm. Bender, 
$5,000; C.J. Rundell, $5,000; A. F. 
Shermaker, $8,000; Tibbs & O’Brien, 
$6,000. Insurance, $6,000. The fire 
is attributed to incendiarism. 

The Union Elevator Co., of Stillwater, 
Minn., has elected Isaac Staples, E. W. 
Durant, S. Mathews, William G. Bron- 
son, and E. L. Hersey, directors. The 
other officers are: E. W. Durant, pres- 
ident, Wm. G. Bronson, vice-president, 
and R. S. Davis, treasurer and secretary. 





A fire originating in a livery stable, 
burned the Farmers’ Union Elevator 
Co.’s elevator at Barnesville, Da., Fri- 
day night. There were 26,000 bus of 
wheat in the house, most of which isa 
total loss. Several attempts were made 
to rescue three horses in the livery sta- 
ble, without success. The loss is $20,- 
000, fully insured. Incendiarism is sus- 
pected. 


The wood and frame work of the new 
elevator which the Schumacher Milling 
Co. is erecting at Akron, O., is about 
completed, and the house will shortly 
be ready for use. It is 50x70 ft on the 
ground, and contains 34 bins, each of 
which are 36 ft deep. The company is 


introducing atile or pipe for the pur- 
pose of convey ing the dry grain from 
its new dry house to the Cereal mill, a 
distance of 1,300 ft, by means of suc- 
tion. 

At the annual meeting of the North- 





ern Pacific Elevator Co., Saturday, H. 





E. Fletcher was elected president and 
general manager; C. H. Pettit, vice 
president; Wm. Pettit, secretary and 
treasurer. Directors—G. S. Barnes, L. 
Fletcher, D. Morrison, F. L. Greenleaf, 
E. R. Barber, C. H. Pettit, L. Christian, 
W.H. Dunwoody and H. E. Fletcher. 
G. S. Barnes was the former president 
and general manager, but he retires on 
account of failing health. The head- 
quarters of the company are likely to 
come to Minneapolis. 

The grain men of the Toronto (Ont.) 
board of trade held a meeting on Aug. 
19 and discussed the question of heated 
grain in the elevators and the transfer 
of warehouse receipts. Resolutions were 
passed enjoining the owners of the ele- 
vators and warehouses to report to the 
secretary of the board any indication of 
heating in the grain stored within them ; 
and that they should keep strict watch 
of its condition, and when necessary at 
once handle or elevate such grain, un- 
der the direction of the grain inspector. 
The expense incurred in such handling 
is to be charged against the grain, to be 
paid by the owner promptly. The fol- 
lowing resolution was also passed : “That 
in future all warehouse receipts for grain, 
flour, or other produce in store sold free 
on cars, the seller shall deduct the ac- 
cumulated storage thereon from invoice 
of date of sale.” 





An Important Conference. 





The leading elevator owners and grain 
buyers of Minneapolis and along the 
lines of the Manitoba and Northern 
Pacific roads held a purely informal 
conference at the chamber of commerce, 
Monday, to discuss and arrive at acom- 
mon understanding on three questions, 
viz: Excess dockage for dirt at Duluth, 
prices in the country, and grades of 
wheat. There was no talk of forming 
an organization similar to that among 
southern grain dealers, nor has there 
been any movement looking to that end, 
statements of daily papers to the con- 
trary being false. Leading men in the 
trade who were at the meeting say there 
is no prospect of such action. “The 
wheat crop of the northwest has become 
so large,” said a prominent elevator 
man, “that it is not possible for the 
country elevators to clean it before it is 
shipped, when the farmers begin to rush 
it in. Dockage for dirt has therefore 
been made at Minneapolis and Duluth, 
although I believe that outside of Min- 
nesota dirty wheat loses grade. The 
Minneapolis dockage has always been 
satisfactory, but at Duluth it has always 
been excessive and shippers have grown 
weary of submitting to it. Of course the 
buyers have been compelled to protect 
themselves, so that the loss fell on the 
producer in the end, but the abuse has 
become too glaring for tolerance, and 
the trade resolved to make an effort to 
secure reform in behalf of the producer. 
To that end the following resolution was 
adopted as the sense of the meeting : 

“<That the railroad and warehouse 
commissioners be requested to investi- 
gate the question of dockage of grain at 
Duluth; that we believe the same has 
been excessive, and to such an extent 
that the Duluth elevators must be more 
than 100,000 bus over on the last crop ; 
that clean wheat is often docked for the 
purpose of enabling the Duluth elevators 
to collect cleaning charges; that in our 
opinion the system, as now conducted, 
is a robbery of the grain producers and 
dealers of the northwest, and calls for 
the most searching investigation by the 
commissioners.’ 

“The matter of prices in the country 
was discussed. It has always been the 
case that there was a difference between 
Minneapolis and Duluth quotations, 
and at times this has caused great em- 
barrassment to elevator men. It was 
decided that country prices must be 
fixed at all times on the basis of which- 
ever was highest—Minneapolis or Du- 
luth, though no attempt was made to fix 
a price standard other than this.” 

A. B..Robbins, of the Northwestern 
Elevator Co., was called to the chair 
and F. L. Greenleaf acted as secretary of 
the conference,which adjourned sine die.

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BOSTON LETTER. 


ee [Special Correspondence.] 

‘There has been something of an im- 
provement in the flour market this 
week, but dealers have had hard work 
to get any advantage out of it so far. 
With wheat higher, the disposition to 
buy is more apparent, but it is mostly 
at the lowest figures that the trade seems 
in any way inclined totake hold. With 
wheat higher, the natural action of the 
agent is to advance the price of flour, 
and this is what most of the mills have 
done, so that the void between seller 
and buyer is as wide as it was before 
wheat assumed its present strength. 
Jobbers have been caught so many 
times during the past year or more by a 
sudden advance in wheat, immediately 
followed by as sharp a decline, that 
they are now very cautious how they 
buy on an advance. The general bus- 
iness has been gradually dwindled down 
to a hand-to-mouth trade, with little 
disposition shown to buy ahead of im- 
mediate daily necessities. This rule is 
not always carried out, but most job- 
bers have found it to their advantage to 
follow this line, and they adhere to it 
very closely. Asarule, present asking 
figures show an advance of about toc 
over prices at the beginning of the week, 
and were buyers at all confident that 
the present steady feeling would be 
maintained, free sales could be made. 
This lack of confidence is uppermost, 
however, and it will probably take 
some sharp and continuous advance 
to bring the market back to the old days 
of free buying. There is an occasional 
round lot placed here, however, not- 
withstanding the costly acquired antip- 
athy to such a proceeding, and from 
agents’ reports, it would look as if some 
concessions from the advanced views of 
the mills would place quite fair lines. 
The agent for a well known Minneapolis 
mill reported to-day that he nad an of- 
fer of $5.10 for 2,000 bbls spring pat- 
ents, but his miller’s views were above 
this figure. The same flour, before the 
last advance in wheat, would have had 
to go begging at $5, for a round lot, so 
this indicates some improvement in the 
feeling on the part of jobbers. 

Among the western men now visiting 
this part of the country, is John Crosby, 
of Washburn, Crosby & Co., Minneap- 
olis. Mr. Crosby has improved his time 
while here, if report be true, it being 
rumored that of a 10,000 bbl sale of 
spring patents in Portland, one day 
last week, he secured the lion’s share. 
That not all of the sale was his is known, 
as some of the flour was “Pillsbury’s 
Best.” The price rumored was $5, but 
this was before the wheat advance. Mr. 
Crosby also reports some trade in Prov- 
idence, R. I., and it is said that he se- 
cured some fair sized contracts for 
abroad, at 1s advance over late rates. 
In sympathy with spring wheats -there is 
a better tone to winter wheat flours, 
with the usual drawback of a limited 
demand. BUNKER.

It Was Truthful and Politic. 











Along about the roth of July last there 
was some doubt about the wheat crop of 
Minnesota and Dakota. Tendays later 
the conditions were so changed that on 
the market page of this journal appeared 
the following paragraph, based upon very 
reliable information: “It may as well 
be understood at once that if the north- 
west isnot deluged during the harvest 
now in progress, the spring wheat crop 
of the Minneapolis belt will be a large 
and fine one. A wonderful change for 
the better has occurred in the past fort- 
night, and everything now indicates that 
the damage has been overestimated. 
From whole counties, from which pre- 
vious reports had claimed almost total 
destruction of the crop, reports now 
come that the wheat has attained a good 
height, carries large and well filled 
heads, and is about ready for the reaper. 
The harvest is well under way in south- 
ern Minnesota and Dakota. The most 
favorable reports of the week come from 
the various lines of the Omaha system, 





penetrating sections in which, three 
weeks ago, it was declared that no 
wheat would be harvested. Another 
month will find in shock and bin one of 
the best crops of spring wheat ever har- 
vested, the size of which will not fall 20 
per cent below the average yield in this 
section.” The paragraph was copied by 
the Minneapolis 7ridune, the commercic1 
editor commenting as follows : 


Of the foregoing, it is enough to say that it is 
neither truthful or politic. There is not an intell- 
gent member of the chamber of commerce in this 
city, or engaged in b in the northwest, who 
does not know that this year’s crop is more than 20 
percent below an average aoa while, as regards 
its quality, eipoge | alone knows what it will be. 
Such nonsense as the Mi_LeR has chosen to stand 
sponsor for can only hurt and mis'ead, whereas the 
truth would have, in the long run, been beneficial 
even to the producers in giving them a correct idea 
of the situation. 


The harvest was in progress, the 
weather was perfect for the ripening and 
drying of the grain, and as the reapers 
worked northward they found the area 
of Scotch fife, the hardiest wheat grown, 
increasing. This lessened the liability 
of serious damage from weather condi- 
tions. Every word of that paragraph 
was “truthful and politic,” and while 
the criticism was considered unworthy 
of notice at the time, it is now repro- 
duced merely to show how reliable and 
well considered are the productions cf 
the average “commercial editor.” Sur- 
rounded as he is by the strongest local 
influences, and without the time neces- 
sary to thoroughly consider facts in 
their general relation to circumstances, 
his productions are entitledto about the 
same weight that is given to the garru- 
lous utterances of a member of the 
class of small operators hanging about 
every market, who always feel them- 
selves bound to have an opinion, and 
who are nothing if not radical—either 
wildly bullish or profoundly bearish. 








THE RAILROADS. 





The Chicago trains of the Wisconsin 
Central now leave Minneapolis at 12:50 
p.m.and 8p.m. The arriving time 
will remain unchanged. 

An official of the new line, the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Northern, recently 
said: “The other roads, if they so de- 
sire, can carry freight to Chicago for 10 
cents per hundred, and passengers for 
$3 each, but we won’t. The completion 
of the Burlington & Northern does not 
simply give to Minneapolis and St. Paul 
a sixth line to Chicago. It does more. 
It opens up to these cities the 4,0co 
miles of the Burlington system, and 
gives them access to markets which they 
practically never reached before. It will 
be the policy of our road to quote rates 
from the twin cities which will enable 
them to compete with Chicago and St. 
Louis for business all along the Burling- 
ton system. It is claimed that the Lake 
Superior route enables the merchants 
out this way to land goods as cheaply in 
Minneapolis or St. Paul as they can be 
landed in Chicago or St. Louis. If this 
is so, and I am told it is, we will take 
good care to see that the rates from 
Minneapolis or St. Paul are sufficiently 
low to make this competition with Chi- 
cago and St. Louis possible. We can 
do this because we will have our own 
through line to the points I speak of, 
and will not be compelled to pro rate 
with a half-dozen different roads, as is 
now the case. Regarding the North- 
western Freight Association, I cannot 
say what our policy will be. We may 
be a party to it, or we may not; but 
there is one thing I will say, and that is 
we intend to run our road for the pur- 
pose of securing business, but we will 
not accept any that will not give a fair 
return for the money invested in our 
property.” 


Figures, which proverbially can not 
lie, show that the corn fields of the 
United States cover a territory as large 
as England, Scotland and Belgium 
united, while the grain fields surpass 
Spain in territorial extent.

All markets have been strong and 
higher, the past week, and though the 
close was alow the highest point, there 
was a strong undertone to-day, the bears 
failing to pound prices down. Very 
heavy exports and a far lighter move- 
ment from first hands than had been ex- 
pected may be advanced as the chief 
reasons for strength. The foreigners 
seem to think that they cannot buy much 
if any below the average prices of the 
past few weeks, but will try to get large 
supplies without causing a material ad- 
vance. It will be strange if they succeed 
in blinding the eyes of the American 
trade, but they may do it. 

“TI look for cheaper wheat,” said a con- 
servative operator, to-day. “The strong- 
est points in the situation are the crop 
deficiencies abroad and the heavy 
exports. The weak points are the tim- 
idity of operators and the filling up of 
elevators at so many large receiving 
points. Nothing but a steady, heavy 
export movement can prevent weakness 
as a result of full elevators at points 
where receipts must continue large and 
quite regular. Northwestern farmers 
are plowing, late heavy rains having put 
the ground in good condition, and at the 
same time dampened the stacked grain. 
There will be but little threshing from 
the shock in this region, and the result 
will be seen when the grain is marketed 
—it will be dry and in fine condition for 
storing as well as milling.” 

Receipts continue fair, while ship- 
ments for the weck were small. New 
wheat is coming steadily, though not in 
large quantity. Millers do not want it, 
having plenty of old crop of high quality.

The Head Millers’ Excursion. 





The Minneapolis Head Millers’ Asso- 
ciation h:.s the Manitoba road to thank 
for one of the pleasantest, as well as 
the longest, trips ever taken by its 
members. This company some time 
ago tendered the organization a Pull- 
man car for a ride over its lines, and 
last week was named for carrying out 
the arrangement. As heretofore men- 
tioned, the excursion started from Min- 
neapolis on the evening of August 17, 
and with Devils Lake and Winnipeg as 
chief places of interest, short stops 
were made at the intermediate points 
of Casselton, Larimore, Lacota and 
Arvilla in Dakota; and Crookston, St. 
Vincent and Alexandria in Minnesota. 
Some 1,200 miles were traversed during 
the five days’ absence of the party, and 
every minute of the time was enjoyed. 
The excursion was made up of 27 per- 
sons, of whom 25 were adults. Follow- 
ing is the list: J. W. Tamm and wife, 
J. S. Dodge, wife and son, W. M. Carl- 
ton and wife, Mrs. J. F. Brown, J. F. 
Stephens and the Misses Briggs and 
Carlisle, J. H. Miller and Miss Green, 
John Kraft, C. N. Wright, John Davin, 
Thos. Scott, David Williams, wife and 
son, F. J. Clark and wife, Mrs. Wm. 
Glessner, J. J. Girard and wife, Walter 
Scott, and M. J. Schech, St. Paul. 

The run to Larimore was made with- 
out notable incident, save by the time 
that point was reached the millers had 
begun to realize the magnitude with 
which wheat growing is carried on in 
the Red river valley, and where the mill- 
ions of bushels of this cereal which they 
yearly grind come from. An almost 
continuous sea of wheat in shock ex- 
tended froin either side of the railroad 
tracks as far as the eye could reach. A 
stop was made at Larimore for dinner, 
and there being some time to spare 
after the inner man had been refreshed, 
the male portion of the party naturally 
drifted toward a mill near by, which 
proved to be that of A. Bettinger & Co. 
The head millers were courteously 
shown over the concern, and answered 
numberless questions in relation to the 
system. The mathematicians of the 
party figured out that the mill was mak- 
ing a profit of $1.75 per bbl. The mill 
has a capacity of 200 bbls, and a local 
trade sufficient to keep it running stead- 
ily. It pays 61c for No. 1 hard wheat, 
makes a barrel of flour out of 434 bus, 
and sells its patent at $5 and straight 
at $4.50. The wheat fields extend up 
to its very door. 

The next stop was at Devils Lake, 
which is a very quiet place. The 
excursion was tendered an invitation 
to participate in the opening of a 
club house some distance down the 
lake, but as the members preferred 
to: remain in town, this was not ac- 
cepted. Arriving at the lake about 
5 o'clock p. m. Wednesday, the in- 
tervening time between that and the 
next train, which departed at 11 o’clock 
a. m. Thursday, was put in as best the 
party could, one amusement being the 
pushing of a hand car loaded with the 
ladies up and down a side track on the 
lake shore, and another the overhauling 
of a vast pile of buffalo bones in quest 
of relics. John Kraft and others visited 
the mill of the place, built and operated 
by a couple of St. Louis millwrights, 
and gave it as their opinion that it was 
making money. It was paying 6ic for 
No. 1 hard wheat, running 16 hours 
with steam, and selling its flour at home 
for $4.75 per bbl, and bran and shorts 
at $11 and $16 per ton, respectively. 


Crookston was reached at 5 :35 Thurs- 
day afternoon, and they remained here 
over night and until 10 o’clock Friday. 
This is a pretty and enterprising little 
city, and the excursionists found plenty 
to engage their attention during the 
short stay. J. C. Heular, who had 
charge of the Crown Roller mill, of 
Minneapolis, when first started, is lo- 
cated at this place, being vice president 
of the Crookston Roller Mill Co., and 
also manager of the same. A number 
of the millers were entertained by this

an opportunity to go through his mill. 
At 10 o'clock Friday morning the 
start was made for Winnipeg. At 
Warren, the party had the pleasure of 
meeting Nels Munson, of the Warren 
Mfg. Co., a former Minneapolis miller, 
his compliments being tendered with a 
box of choice cigars. Mr. Munson ac- 
companied the excursion for some dis- 
tancy. Dinner was taken at St. Vin- 
cent, and at this point the party was 
joined by S.A. McGraw, of the Ogilvie 
Milling Co., who had been sent on by 
the milling firms of Winnipeg to ac- 
quaint the excursionists with the prep- 
arations made to receive them in that 
city. 

On arriving at Winnipeg, the millers 
were met at the depot by W. A. Hast- 
ings, of the Ogilvie Milling Co., Wm. 
McMillan, of McMillan Bros., and Mr. 
Anderson, of the Hudson Bay Co., and 
placed in carriages. They were then 
driven to the residence of Lieut. Gov. 
Aikens, and by Consul Taylor present- 
ed to his excellency and lady. The 
governor received the millers and their 
ladies with much cordiality, and the re- 
ception formed one of the pleasantest 
features of the stay in Winnipeg. The 
visitors were next given a long drive 
through the city, and were highly im- 
pressed with the evidence of enterprise 
and substantial wealth shown every- 
where. 

The excursionists were assigned to 
the Leland and Queen’s hotels, and at 8 
o’clock were given a dinner by the mill- 
ing firms already mentioned. Shortly 
after, the gentlemen adjourned to the 
office of the Ogilvie Milling Co., Messrs. 
Hastings and McGraw performing the 
duties of hosts ina manner that could 
leave no doubt in the minds of the vis- 
itors as to the heartiness of their wel- 
come.

Combination Powers. 


A Boston journal truthfully remarks : 
“It is often argued that the water power 
of Holyoke, her chief dependence, is 
exhausted. During eight months of the 
year there is water enough pouring over 
the big dam, which is not utilized, to run 
a dozen additional mills; during the 
other two there is enough to supply what 
are already there, and in July and Au- 
gust there is some trouble in dry sea- 
sons, but even this will in a measure be 
overcome, it is thought, as the water 
power company have expended over 
$100,000 inside of a year to make the 
dam water-tight. Admitting for the 
sake of the argument that there will be 
a shortage of water during two months 
of the year, even then the mills can be 
run by steam—nearly every mill having 
its steam engine—and pay less for the 
power than is paidin places where steam 
is used all the year around.”

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Herewith will be found a diagram 
which embraces the same general sys- 
tem of the purification of middlings as 
that laid out in the last number of these 
Notes. While the system is the same, 
the method is somewhat different. The 

neral idea, as given in the last num- 

r, as well as that which the diagram 
presents, has in view the grading of the 
middlings into four grades over the 
sieve grader, the repurifying of each 
grade on separate purifiers, and then 
the sizing of all grades of middlings 
until all will pass through a No. 6 cloth. 
In this process we begin with the coars- 
est middlings and gradually size each 
grade and purify between each sizing. 
According to the diagram as given in 
the last Notes, a large number of rolls, 
scalpers and purifiers would be required. 
I have here devised a plan by which the 
same results may be accomplished with 
a smaller number of machines of the 
kind mentioned. It will be noticed in 
the diagram here given that we purify 
the middlings and size them down until 
all will pass through a No.6 cloth by 
the use of four purifiers, two aspirators, 
three reels set four roller reductions. 
By following out the diagram it will be 
noticed that the coarser of these mid- 
dlings are sized four times and that part 





of them pass over six purifiers. 


te 


GRADER 


next coarser grade. It was so arranged 
in the last diagram. In this diagram no 
such connection is made. The change 
is here made not because the method is 
faulty, but for the purpose of carrying 
out another idea which secures economy 
of the number of machines used. This 
point will be explained as I go on. 
i. 

The middlings pass over the purifiers 
and through the aspirators in the ordin- 
ary way. The tail and last cut-off 
from each machine is sent to the tail- 
ings, and we commence in the usual 
way to size middlings, to bring them 
down to a uniform grade. Take the 
coarsest middlings first. The scalper 
is clothed with 6,2 and oo. The oo 
regulates the setting of the rolls which 
size the ooo middlings. They are set 
so that the stock which passes over the 
tail of the oo is suitable only for tail- 
ings. This tailings stock need not be 
flat, and it should not be coarse. It 
will be a bran and germ product. The 
oo corresponds with the grading number 
next finer than the ooo, and as the mid- 
dlings which pass through this cloth on 
the scalper have passed over the oo, 
they will as to size exactly correspond 
with the middlings which pass through 
the oo on the grader, and becuse of 
this fact there is no reason why this 00 
grade of middlings from the scalper 
should not be repurified with the mid- 
dlings which come from the oo on the 
grader. It will be noticed that this is 
done on the diagram. Then the oo 
middlings, having been purified by the 
aspirator, or otherwise, as the miller 
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I wish to call attention to the methods 
pursued in this diagram. In the first 
place it will be noticed that the mid- 
dlings are graded into four grades, viz: 
4, 2, 00,000. The oo are the coarsest 
middlings made in the mill, this being 
arranged for by the break scalpers, none 
of which are clothed coarser than ooo. 
Any of the stock which has worked 
through holes in the scalper or other- 
wise, and which may tail over this 000, 
is aspirated and sent to the third break 
rolls. A great deal of fine bran will 
pass over the tail of this ooo cloth. Af- 
ter the middlings have been graded, the 
first two grades pass to sieve purifiers of 
the ordinary type, there being two to 
each grade. The two coarser grades 
pass to aspirators. These aspirators 
may be of the single-legged type, as 
shown, or they may be arranged to have 
four legs with a grain sieve above. In 
any event the last two grades of mid- 
dlings are aspirated. I wish tocall par- 
ticular attention to the fact that none of 
the purifiers which handle a distinct 
grade of middlings have any connection 
whatever with those which handle the 
next coarser grade. That is, the puri- 
fiers which handle the middlings that 
pass through No. 4 cloth on the grader, 
have no connection with those which 
handle the middlings that pass through 
the No. 2 cloth, nor have they with the 
next coarser grade, and so on. It is 
usual to run the cut-off from the last 
purifier handling a grade of middlings 
icthe head of the machine handling the 





may elect, are sized by the smooth rolls 
and sentinto a scalper clothed with Nos. 
6,4 and2. The No.6 cloth on each 
scalper, as has been said, is for the pur- 
pose of separating the purified mid- 
dlings and flour from the other mid- 
dlings. When we get those coarse mid 

dlings so they will pass through a No. 6 
cloth, we have done about all we can do 
for them by means of smooth rolls or 
purifiers. The stock which passes 
through the No. 2 cloth at the tail and 
has passed over the 4 cloth immediately 
ahead of it on the reel, is in the same 
condition as to size as the stock which 
passed over the No. 4 cloth and through 
the No. 2 cloth on the grader. Thus it 
is that we may send the reduced stock 
which has passed through this 2 cloth 
on the reel to the same purifier which 
takes the No. 2cloth from the grader, 
and the stock which passes through the 
No. 4 cloth of the reel passes to the pu- 
rifier which handles the middlings 
that pass through the 4 cloth on the 
grader. It might be said that the stock 
which passes through the No. 2 cloth 
on the first scalper goes to the purifier 
which handles the middlings that pass 
through the No. 2 cloth from the grader. 
The same operation is repeated on 
the third sizing of the middlings. 
The tail of the scalper is clothed 
so that it will correspond with 
the next finer grade of middlings and 
the middlings which pass through that 
cloth are sent to the purifier handling 





that grade. Thus it is that all of the 


purified middlings from the mill event- 
ually work themselves back until all 
pass through the first two purifiers un- 
der the head of the grader. Then again, 
the middlings which have been purified 
by these two machines are finally sized 
and run into a reel which separates the 
flour from the middlings. The stock 
which passes through the 12 and 14 cloth 
on this reel is flour and that which 
passes through the No. 5 cloth at the 
tail is purified middlings. Thus after 
the middlings have been purified and 
sized according to the plan laid out, all 
will pass through a No. 6 cloth. I may 
state incidentally, that I think it proper 
to reduce middlings which have been 
thus purified and sized by millstones. 
3 3< 

When I state that the general system 
of the purification of middlings which 
has been given and explained is the 
proper system for securing the best re- 
sults, I do not do it with an idea of 
claiming any credit for myself in the 
matter, as far as this system is con- 
cerned. I have merely labored to se- 
cure the results of the best milling prac- 
tice and set it before the readers of this 
paper. Thus it is that when I com- 
mend this system of purification to the 
millers of the country, I can do soina 
spirit free from egotism or personal feel- 
ing. As it is I hope that this system 
will be carefully studied. 























Since my last letter the weather has 
not been favorable either for the crops 
in this country, which are just now being 
cut in the southern counties, or for the 
harvest in the north of France, and 
it is evident that another small per- 
centage will have to come off the pre- 
vious estimates of the crop. The first 
estimate of the wheat cropin the United 
Kingdom has appeared this week, but it 
is a pure guess, because cutting will not 
be general in the north and center of 
England for another three or four weeks. 
Still it may prove to be very close. It 
puts the crop at 86.8 per cent of an 
average, and as last year’s crop was 1.4 
above the full average, it follows that 
the yield this year is 14.6 worse than last 
year, which means a shortage of 1,400,- 
000 qrs, and would reduce the present 
year’s total crop to 8,500,000 qrs, in 
which case our wants during the season 
of 1886-’87 would reach 17,500,000 to 
18,000,000 qrs. 

Another item of interest is that 
the Russian crops have been seriously 
injured in several provinces by a fort- 
night’s continual rain. Still another is 
that the Roumanian crop has _ been 
much damaged by rain, and finally, the 
Hungarian wheat crop is proved to be 
quite below an average, some commer- 
cial reports say to the extent of 20 per 
cent. To all this has to be added the 
reports from India that the natives in 
the Punjab are making a determined ef- 
fort to store the wheat in the pits, 
which had become exhausted, before the 
country 1s drained by the export de- 
mand. Thisis a decided confirmation 
of the previous reports that old wheat 
was very scarce, and that the newcrop 
was a short one. The poor Hindoo 
probably is despised in his own country, 
but I fancy he is showing wisdom in 
this case, far beyond his European 
masters, for there is every probability 
of the wheat thus stored in these pits 
appreciating to a considerable extent in 
value before the next harvest is gathered. 
By this you will see that I am disposed 
to think favorably of wheat. This is 
so, and I fancy my opinion is shared by 
many leading operators. Certain it is 
that within the last few days there has 
been a much better disposition to buy, 
in spite of the increase inthe American 





visible supply, which is attributed to 





the pecuniary necessities of American 
farmers forcing them to deliver their 
wheat freely at first. The August re- 
port of the Washington bureau, which 
laces the crop at about 430,000,000 
us, is considered as final, and the gen- 
eral opinion is that there will be a much 
better demand for what your country 
will have to spare this year than has been 
the case for the past two years. This 
is mainly owing to the increased wants 
of England and France, and to the fact 
that the deficient crops in America and 
Russia last year have led to the absorp- 
tion of the superabundance caused by 
the previous large crops, and this has 
restored a more even balance. Thus, 
as I pointed out to you in my two pre- 
vious letters, we start this next season 
onamuch more satisfactory basis than 
in eitherof the two previous years, and 
I look for a gradual hardening of prices 
immediately after the first flush of the 
deliveries of new wheat has passed away. 
My letter in the MILLER of Aug. 2, 
at hand this week, reminds me that we 
have been misled with regard to the In- 
dian crop, by the Indian agricultural 
authorities, who do not appear to have 
yet mastered the first principles of the 
compilation of crop reports. A month 
ago they put the cropin the Punjab at 
2,693,000 tons. This week they correct 
it to 1,825,000 tons. This and other 
corrections render the repetition of the 
following table necessary :

Last year’s crop proves by the same 
authority to have been 8,096,386 tons, 
so that there is an apparent deficiency 
of over 5,000,000 qrs, if last year’s fig- 
ures were correct. 

Since writing the above still more se- 
rious complaints have been made con- 
cerning the English and French crops, 
the weather continuing very unfavora- 
ble. A deficit of about 20 per cent 
compared with last year in both coun- 
tries is now pretty certain, and the trade 
is acting on this. PANIs.

M. Bullowa’s flour mixing establish- 
ment on Washington street, New York 
city, was damaged by fire $10,000 Aug. 
19. 

P. M. Burns has disposed of his 
wholesale flour business at Lincoln, 
Neb. So has T.C. Iden, miller, Au- 
gusta, O. 


During a storm on Aug. 16, lightning 
struck and badly damaged the mill of 
Jas. McQuillan, located near Michigan 
City, Ind. 

T.J. Ellis and F. M. Watts have 
bought Glover’s mill at Coopertown, 
Tenn., and will remodel it and put in 
new machinery. 


Covington & Son are erecting a 65 
bbl roller mill at Guthrie, Ky., and 
Maxom & Robinson, of Paducah, Ky., 
have just finished a 50 bbl roller mill. 


Fish Commissioner Bartlett, of Illi- 
nois, has taken legal steps to compel 
the placing of fish ladders in the dams 
in the Kankakee river, and will stock 
its waters with bass, carp, salmon, pick- 
erel and catfish. 

The official report of the wheat crop 
of Ontario, Canada, estimates the yield 
of winter and spring wheat at 28,18s,- 
577 bus. Compared with an average of 


the past four years, this shows a de- 
crease of 4,474,340 bus. 

C. Schindler Escher, Zurich, Switzer- 
land, has filed with the patent office as

The Hough mill at Carrollton, IIl., 
owned by David Pierson, burned on the 
night of Aug. 19, with a total loss of all 
contents, The mill was anold structure, 
having been erected in 1853. Loss from 
$15,000 to $20,000; insured for $5,000. 

Hoople’s mill, at Sauk Centre, Minn., 
has been compelled to shut down owing 
to low water, and the question of putting 
in steam power is being seriously dis- 
cussed. The oldest inhabitant does not 
recollect such a low stage of water in 
the dam. 


As certain members of the New York 
produce exchange have for some time 
past been in the habit of trading after 
and before exchange hours, the grain 
committee’ has given notice to such 
parties that’ unless they cease doing 
this, they will be vigorously prosecuted. 


The following patents were issued 
last week : Machine for pearling barley, 
wheat, etc., to Cyrus O. Webb, Mora- 
via, N. Y.; roller mill, John Walker, 
Cleveland, O.; grain separator, J. T. 
Smith and A. E. Smith, Scotland, Da. ; 
process of bolting and purifying flour, 
V. Davis, Huntington, W. Va., assign- 
or of one-third to E. B. Enslow, same 
place. 

John E. Mulford, of St. Louis, charges 
his partner, Ami Cheever, in the grain 
commission business, with falsifying the 
books of the firm and cheating him out 
of $1,500. Cheever has disappeared. 
He was a wealthy man a few years ago, 
and member of the large wholesale cut- 
lery house of Burchard, Cheever & Co. 
Mulford & Cheever were the St. Louis 
representatives of James A. Murphy & 
Co., of Chicago. 

The newrule of the Milwaukee cham- 
ber of commerce establishing a uniform 
basis of weight in the purchase and sale 
of grain or other property delivered 
from side tracks, affords equal protec- 
tion to buyer and seller and places all 
parties on an equal footing in making 
bids on property offered for sale. It 
protects sellers from the consequences 
of inaccurate scales or careless weigh- 
ing at the pointof delivery, and is bind- 
ing on all parties in the trade. 

Charles McGrew, son of a miller at 
Kankakee, Ill., went to Chicago a few 
weeks ago and obtained a position as 
night clerk at Choate’s hotel. Saturday 
night he disappeared, and the proprie- 
tors state that he took $55 in money and 
a quantity of jewelry which had been 
left with him for safe keeping. On ac- 
count of his family connection and pre- 
vious good character, the utmost con- 
fidence had been placed in him. It is 
supposed he has gone to Canada. 


At Del Norte, Colo., has been or- 
ganized the Del Norte Flouring Mill Co., 
with a capital stock of $20,000. The 
company is composed of leading citi- 
zens of the town and a few ranchmen of 
the county. The affairs of the compa- 
ny will be managed for two years by a 
board of directors consisting of Asa F. 
Middaugh, John Ewing, I. W. Schiffer, 
F. B. Crocker, Henry Foote, John H. 
Shaw and E. B. Greenleaf. Stevens 
rolls will be used, and the Rio Grande 
river willfurnish the power. 


The annual report of the San Fran- 
cisco produce exchange brings out the 
fact that the exchange has this year, for 
the first time, begun the work of gath- 
ering grain crop reports. The hope is 
expressed that at no distant day this 
work will prove of some value to the 
members and to the public. The fact 
is noted that the grain shipments from 
San Francisco to China and Japan and 
Central America are constantly increas- 
ing. By adding the Oregon movement 
it is found that the exports of grain from 
the Pacific coast lead those of India. 
During the last five seasons California 
raised of wheat 260 per cent more than 
her home wants. Says the report: 
“No other state or country can show 
such a record, nor did any country ever 
produce 5,400,000 tons of wheat, with 
such a limited number of inhabitants, 
in five successive years.”

Sylvain Lamoreaux, of Paris, is the in- 
-ventor of a baker’s oven. 


Ben Hitchcock, a baker of Lincoln, 
Neb., is in jail on the charge of adultery 
with a Mrs. Johnson. 


Anton Kaboke, a prosperous Chicago 
baker, committed suicide on Aug. Io 
by shooting himself. The cause of his 
killing himself was trouble with his seven 
socialistic journeymen bakers about poor 
work, and a warning published in the 
anarchist paper to bakers to not work 
for him. He was a Hungarian, 30 years 
of age, and leaves a wife. 


Representatives of the cracker manu- 
factories along the Missouri river held a 
meeting Aug. 19, at St. Louis to discuss 
the general affairs of the cracker trade 
and come to a better understanding and 
unanimity on prices and size of pack- 
ages. Some five or six weeks ago a 
meeting was held at Des Moines for the 
same purpose and this meeting was to 
complete arrangements begun at that 
time. The association of cracker man- 
ufacturers is well known as the Missouri 
River compact, having grown out of the 
Cracker Makers’ Association. L. D. 
Dozier, of the Dozier- Weyl Cracker Co., 
St. Louis, is the present chairman and 
J. L. Loose, of Kansas City, the secre- 
tary. The meeting was well attended 
by members from Missouri, lowa, Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. The following firms

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DISPOSING OF THE PRODUCT. 





IV. 

There have been many ways of intro- 
ducing a néw brand of flour to the at- 
tention of the trade, but all who have 
been through the experience claim the 
best and cheapest way is to go to the 
consumer first, last, and all the time. 
Money spent on the consumer arrives at 
the desired result in a direct channel, 
because the consumer is the one to be 
interested in the new goods, and by ask- 
ing for them creates the demand the 
manufacturer is looking for. Many 
have tried the experiment of putting the 
flour in “on sale,” with the retailer, not 
to be paid for until it is sold. They 
have invariably paid heavily for it in the 
end, because the retailer, having no 
monied interest at stake, took no pains 
to push the goods, but simply let the 
pile of flour stand in his ‘store for the 
people to look at, until it became shop 
soiled, if in bags, or the hoops began to 
drop off, if in barrels, and then the 
goods had to be hauled back to the ware- 
house, no demand being created, and a 
discouraged manufacturer looking for 
achance to get cost price out of his 
flour. An appeal by circular to the 
consumers is a good secondary way to 
keep the goods before them, but is not 
as effective when used alone, as the 
method is worn out, and people will not 
read an extended dissertation on the 
merits of “Jumbo’s Fancy” until their 
interest has first been invited by some 
ocular demonstration or reliable hear- 
say evidence. Any novelty in the way 
of advertising always pays, because the 
very novelty of the thing accomplishes 
the object of attracting attention. 
Baking exhibitions at fairs and public 
assemblies, where such a feature would 
be permissible, are always productive of 
good results, because the idea of seeing 
anyone do publicly that which everyone 
is familiar with in private life, attracts 
attention at once, as the idea strikes 
people that an expert must be at work, 
for none but an expert would venture 
before a critical audience, and all house- 
keepers are critics on bread making. 
That is, they think they are. Not one 
in fifty can explain the theory of fer- 
mentation, and not one in a hundred but 
will blame the flour first if her bread 
isn’t right in every way. Bread making 
is the acme of cookery, and consequent- 
ly in starting a baking exhibition, great 
care should be taken to get a reliable 
baker, a supply of good yeast, and to 
have the flour thoroughly dry and warm 
before starting. It is not the modus 
operandi you are explaining, but the suc- 
cess of the exhibit depends entirely on 
the superior quality of theresult. The 
bread must be of the best possible ap- 
pearance, no expense in material hav- 
ing been spared to make this practica- 
ble. ‘rhe sponge should be set long be- 
fore such an exhibition would open, and 
should be kept “coming” during the 
day in order to keep a fresh supply of 
raised biscuits or bread before the peo- 
ple. Butter the biscuits and pass them 
out as samples ; have the loaves of bread 
standing around forthe ladies to pick up 
and criticise, let them taste them, and be 
ready to answer all questions as to the 
merits of the flour. Many questions will 
be asked about the yeast, how much you 
use, where you get those nice tin ovens 
you are using, if you use kerosene or 
gas to bake with, how long do you gen- 
erally let the bread rise, and if you think 
it a good idea to “wrap an old blanket 
around the pan, or to set it on the back 
of the stove.” All this you have got to 
Stand and answer courteously, but all 
the time you are drumming the particu- 
lar merits of this particular flour into 
them. Give them the name of some 
grocer in their neighborhood who keeps 
the flour, or find out where they trade, 
and say if it is a possible thing you will 
have the flour for sale in a few days, if 
they will only be kind enough to ask for 
it. After the exhibition is over, it is 
time enough to come out with your cir- 
culars and newspaper advertisements, if 
you want to keep the ball rolling. It is 


effective in some localities as they once 
were, because venders of baking powders 
and patent “double swelling back action 
yeast” have used them until they area 
little worn, and their originality is gone, 
but in localities west of the seaboard, 
where, say, twenty or thirty thousand 
people can assemble, they always pay 
for themselves. Another good way to 
keep the consumers interested after the 
exhibit, is to hand them an envelope 
containing a circular telling the merits 
of the flour, and asking housekeepers to 
please fill out the inclosed addressed 
postal card, for their next requirement 
of flour, be it an eighth, quarter or bar- 
rel. This postal should be addressed 
to a local dealer, or to the agent in the 
town, who will see that the goods are 
promptly delivered. The expense of an 
exhibit of this kind at a well attended 
county fair would be considerable, but 
when you come to figure it down to the 
expense fer capita, it isa cheap way of 
advertising. Supposing the fair is to 
run four days, and the aggregate ex- 
pense is one hundred dollars. The at- 
tendance has been good, and thirty 
thousand people have attended. Out of 
this number one-third have been at- 
tracted by your exhibit, the larger por- 
tion of whom have interested themselves 
enough to find out what has been going 
on.

A storm overturned the windmill at 
Kasselblatt, Germany, recently. 
Mill Owner Dittrich, of Helbi 
Germany, lost his mill, house and other 


orf, 
buildings by fire, July 20. Cause un- 
known. 

The German Plate Glass Association, 
of Freden, Germany, are making glass 
millstones which they warrant to hold 
their sharpness ten to fifteen years. 


Gottleib Voigt, a millowner of Bibra, 
Saxony, celebrated his fiftieth year of 
milling July 18, with the aid of many 
millers and bakers of Bibra and vicinity. 

The German Millers’ Association pro- 
poses to grant a diploma of honor to all 
members who have served honorably in 
the same mill, fifteen years, or, in cases 
of extraordinary merit, less than that 
time. 

Head Miller Swoboda, employed in 
‘the Schloss mill at Glauchau, Saxony, 
fell down the elevator shaft from the 
height of two stories, July 22, breaking 
anarm and receiving other severe in- 
juries. 

The Ginsen mill, on the post road be- 
tween Leutkirch and Wurzbach, Ger- 
many, burned in the night of July 21, a 
servant maid perishing in the flames. 
Two employes of the mill were also se- 
verely burned, narrowly escaping death. 
It is thought the fire was set by gipsies, 
to revenge the refusal of alms. 


During the first four months of the 
year, Budapest imported 5,021,577 bus 
grain and 59,213 bbls of mill products 
against 7,448,151 bus and 57,674 bbls in 
1885. Inthe same period 959,083 bus 
of grain and 1, 5341572 bbls of mill prod- 
ucts were exported, as contrasted with 
1,218,349 bus and 1,544,546 bbls in 1885. 

Fire destroyed the windmill in the 
vicinity of Cambs near Robel, Meck- 
lenburg, July 25. This mill is the third 
burned on this site in 15 years. Cause 
of fire unknown. Insurance on building 
but none on contents. The windmill in 
Savall near Reeskow, Brandenburg, was 
also burned July 26, being ignited by 
lightning. 

Late German patents: Partially toothed 
surface on grinding rolls, L. Warmbold, 
Quedlinburg ; method of cleaning sieve 
coveringsin bolts; J. W. Crosby, Leeds, 
England ; horizontally and perpendicu- 
larly adjustable ball mill, J. B. Girard, 
Dijon; process of removing dust from 
coarse mill goods by mixing it with bran 
or saw dust and subsequently removing 
the latter, F. Eichleiter, Vienna. 

The very old wind mill in the Pappel- 
Allee at Berlin, burned a few days ago. 
It was in close proximity to a railroad 
and had been idle for some years on 
that account. Its owner, however, re- 
fused to sell it because of its antiquity 
and associations. It had become nec- 
essary to use two tracks instead of one 
and as the owner was still obdurate, it 
is supposed the fire was incendiary.
